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Where's the Reform in Welfare Reform? 


Lust week, the president un 
veiled his long-awaited plan for re 
forming America’s welfare system 
In 1992, Bill Clinton 
pledged “to end welfare as we know 
Il 


candidate 


With sucha pledge, one would 
assume that the president intends to 
move away [rom programs which 
promote welfare dependency and en 
courage recipients to find work in 
stead. Again, the White House is 
signaling right and then turning lett. 

Traditionally, the knee-jerk 
response to helping people out of 
Poverty in this country has been to 
spend more and more money. The 
results have been disappointing with 
a mushrooming of assistance pro- 
grams which ultimately make wel 
fare more attractive than work, 

The 1988 welfare reform law 
was designed to cut welfare rolls. It 
didn’t happen. In fact, the number of 
families on Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children (AFDC) assistance 
hit an all-time high of over 5 million 
this year. Right now, fewer than one 
percent of the parents participating in 
AFDC are required to work, and gov- 
ernment data suggests a connection 
between increased AFDC benefits and 
the decrease in marriage rates of single 
mothers. More money is clearly not 
the answer, 

To meet this challenge our 
president places a so-called two-year 
limit on some AFDC recipients, fol- 
lowed by mandatory work. He also 
proposes incentives for recipients to 
work by allowing them to keep more 
of their supplementary earnings, and 
fostering parental responsibility and 
preventing pregnancies among young 
welfare mothers. The goals of the 
president’s plan — work, responsi- 
bility, and reaching the next genera- 
tion — are admirable, but his meth- 
ods don’t match.

Clinton’s program takes effect...” 

The result of this new plan, 
coupled with the Administration’s 
recent policy “to let recipients placed 
in government work programs. re- 
main there indefinitely” could be a 
recipe for an enormous and costly 
new jobs program, : 

Meanwhile, the 
Administration’s illegitimacy pro- 
gram is based on a $400 million sex 
education program anda “family cap” 
option that allows states to end addi- 
tional AFDC payments to women 
who have more children — some- 
thing that states are already doing on 
their own, \ . 

Regrettably the president has 
not taken advantage of a golden op- 
portunity to truly reform welfare. Fol- 
lowing up on his lead, we should do 
more to encourage that welfare re- 
cipients seek employment and en- 
sure that paternity is established in 
order for mothers to receive AFDC 
benefits. 

We should also make it clear 
that welfare mothers would no longer 
receive increased benefits forthe birth 
of additional children. These com- 
mon sense suggestions, along with 
denying welfare for non-citizens and 
capping major welfare spending 
growth to inflation plus two percent, 
are already part of the House conser- 
vative welfare reform package. 

I would be happy to work with 
our president to bring about these 
changes if he’s truly interested in real 
welfare reform,

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Kleinert’s History Began With The Founding Of The Company In 1869 


Kleinert’s, Inc. is celebrating it's 
125th anniversary, and it seems ap 
propriate to look back at the begin 
nings of the company, a long time 
ago. 

The founder of the company, 
Isaac Benjamin Kleinert, was born in 
Borek, Prussia in 1830, He came to 
America at the age of 18. In 1869, at 
age 39, Isaac started factories in 
West Virginia and New York manu- 
facturing rubber goods, dress 
shields, ear muffs and other products 
in the wearing apparel field. Klei- 
nert's products were so unique that 
they were trademarked and patented 
in the United States, Canada and 
Germany. 

In 1891, Isaac incorporated the 
company in West Virginia. This was 
done to protect his and his family’s 
interest in the company. At the same 
time, the name was changed to the I. 
B. Kleinert Rubber Company and 
the first official Board of Directors 
meeting took place. Isaac was named 
President, and Julius Janowitz and 
Victor Guinzburg became Treasurer 
and Secretary, respectively. All the 
original stockholders were members 
of the Kleinert, Guinzburg and Jano- 
witz families. 

The company prospered for many 
years creating and manufacturing 
many new products utilizing the 
company’s rubber making technolo- 
gy. At the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition in 1904, the grand prize was 
awarded for excellence in quality 
and make of dress shields and hose 
supporters. In 1907, the West Vir- 
ginia corporation was dissolved and 
a New York corporation was formed 

for the purpose of continuing busi- 
ness as a manufacturer, merchant, 
importer, exporter, “both wholesale 
and retail, without limitation as to 
the nature of character of the prod- 
ucts”. At that time the principal 
products were dress shields, hospital 
sheetings, waterproof clothes, gen- 
tlemen’s hose supporters, ear muffs 
and products where rubber is a pri- 
mary component. 


The College Point, Long Island, 
New York plant was the main facili- 
ty with satellite plants around New 
York City. To better facilitate the 
production process, the company, in 
1911, contracted with the City of 
New York to build a tunnel between 
its factories for a mere $1,000 bond. 

Ieuac B. Kleinert died at age 83 
from heart disease. He had devel- 
oped a large well-known and re- 
spected manufacturing business and 
had become a noted philanthropist. 
Isaac was survived by his wife, Vir- 
ginia, and four daughters, two of 
whom were married to Guinzburgs. 
He left a legacy of eight grandchil- 
dren and several great- 
grandchildren, 

The leadership of the company 
was passed on to Victor Guinzburg, 
Henry Guinzburg, Arthur Salinger 
and Ralph Guinzburg, and the com- 
pany continued to flourish even as 
new technologies came on the scene. 
In December 1914, Victor called a 
special Directors’ meeting to report 
on a sales trip he had made to Gim- 
bel Bros. and Lit Bros., two large de- 
partment stores in Philadelphia. The 
purpose of the meeting was to devise 
a strategy to offset a new happening 
at the retail level. Department and 
dry good stores started to sell vari- 
ous kinds of lotions to inhibit perspi- 
ration. These products had substan- 
tial consumer interest and would 
negatively impact the sales of Klei- 
nert's principal product, dress 
shields. Kleinert’s had demonstrators 
at Gimbel Bros. who reported that 
women were discontinuing use of 
dress shields, preferring instead what 

are now commonly called deodor- 
ants. At that time dress shields were 
selling in stores for 15 cents retail. 

By 1923, the company had facili- 
ties around the world including Eng- 
land, Canada, France, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Spain, 
Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, Peru, 
Australia, New Zealand and Africa. 
During the depression years, Klei- 
nert’s managed to keep its many

products available to women, The 
company was successful in weather 
ing the carly depression years while 
its products flourished. 

Victor Guinzburg and Arthur Sal- 
inger died in 1935, The Guinzburg 
family continued to keep control of 
I. B. Kleinert Rubber Company until 
the mid 1960's. The company then, 
as now, had a cadre of loyal asso 
ciates, several of whom worked for 
the company for as many as 40 
years. 

During the 1950's and 1960's, the 
company attempted to develop new 
products to replace its older products 
which were losing favor with the 
American consumer, In order to re- 
main competitive and in a leadership 
role, the company used new miateri- 
als to keep pace in the marketplace. 

Spring 1959 marked Klcinert’s 
first appearance in National Network 
TV with sponsorship of the popular 
NBC afternoon shows - “Queen fora 
Day” and “Country Fair”. These two 
shows reached a daily audience of 
5,000,000 viewers - mostly women. 
The company also advertised in na- 
tional magazines. 

A new line of girdles made of 
Spandex, a non-rubber fabric, was 
introduced by Kleinert’s in 1963 
along with a girdle made with rubber 
content. 

In 1964, Klcinert’s, in an effort to 
compete with deodorants, entered 
the aerosol ficld introducing “Spra- 
On Shield”, a clothing spray that 
was a barrier against perspiration 
that might damage clothing. 

In order to revitalize their sales, 
Kleinert's was divided into eight sep- 
arate merchandising divisions each 
representing a different product line 
of the company. This was an attempt 
to redirect their efforts as a result of 
changing market conditions, new 
forms of distribution and foreign 
competition. 

During this period, Kleinert’s 
opened a plant in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, and moved its executive of- 
fices and showroom to the Empire 
State Building in New York City. 
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was firmly convinced it had to up 
grade its facilities and manufacturing 
techniques using the latest technolo 
gies. It was realized the company 
was competing on a worldwide 
scale. The process of upgrading the 
facilities has continued during the

In March 1992, Klcinert’s opened 
a new sewing facility in Greenville, 
Alabama to produce T-shirts and in- 
fants’ and toddlers’ polo shirts. Also 
in 1992, the company added 80,000 
square feet to its existing warehouse 
in Elba for a total of 340,000 square 
feet, one of the largest facilities’ in 
the world devoted exclusively to the 
manufacture of children’s active- 
wear and sleepwear, 

In 1993, it was decided to make 
Scott Mills an independent company 
and its shares were spun off to Klei- 
nert’s sharcholders. We believe that 
as an independent company, Scott 
Mills will be better able to service its 
customers, 

Kleinert’s has been the recipient 
of many major awards by our cus- 
tomers, including the most prestig- 
ious “Supplier Award-Children’s Di- 
vision” given by J. C. Penney. It has 
also received the Target “Vendor 
Award of Excellence” award four 
times. These awards confirm our 
dedication to the manufacture of su- 
perior products and on-time deliv- 
ery. 

Having continued in the tradition 
of I. B. Kleinert to make contribu- 
tions to worthy causes, the Kleinert’s 
Scholarship Program annually spon- 
sors as many as five new students 
and has, to date, provided a college 
education to 40 students. In addition, 
the company has been a strong sup- 
porter of “Kids in Distressed Situa- 
tions, Inc.”, a large national organi- 
zation devoted to clothing 
underprivileged children, along with 
many other charities.

In the late to mid 1960's, Klei- 
nert’s lost a considerable sum of 
money and was deteriorating finan- 
cially. At that time, United Industrial 
Company sold its stock in Kleinert’s 
to Jack Brier, who became Chairman 
of the Company in April 1969. Mr. 
Brier was formerly the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer and major shareholder 
of Leeds Travelwear Company, a 
manufacturer of luggage and sport- 
ing goods. 

Ground was broken at 2251 Old 
Curtis Road, Elba, Alabama in 1969. 
The plant consisted of 180,000 
square feet and was to become the 
core manufacturing facility of the 
company. From its start up, the com- 
pany today has approximately 800 
associates in the Elba facility. In or- 
der to improve the financial results 
of the company, management re- 
viewed and concluded that its for- 
eign plants were no longer profitable 
and were subsequently closed or 
sold. The company then reincorpo- 
rated in Pennsylvania in 1970 and 
changed the name to Kleinert’s, Inc. 
to reflect its new direction. It was 
clear that in order to succeed, new 


Production in the united States 
was confined to the Elba facility and 
a small plant in Pembroke, Georgia. 
During this period, the company de- 
veloped lines of children’s sleepwear 
and playwear. 
In July 1971, Kleinert’s relocated 
administrative headquarters to 
Kutztown, Pennsylvania where it op- 
erated a shoe manufacturing plant 
and also served as a major distribu- 
tion center. 

In order to expand its children’s 
apparel business, the company ac- 
quired in late 1971 Dancoa Indus- 
tries, Inc., and Stayon Products, Inc. 
two manufacturers of. children’s 
playwear and sleepwear. With the 
acquisition of Dancoa came Scott 
Mills, a manufacturer of knitted fab- 
rics. These acquisitions created the 
framework for the “new” Kleinert’s 
organization. 

During the 1970's, Kleinert’s 
shoe manufacturing subsidiary made 
the company’s largest contribution 
to corporate sales and earnings. The 
basic children’s apparel business 
was growing as well. In 1979 the 
Board of Directors decided to sell its 
shoe manufacturing subsidiary and 
exit the footwear business. 

As the apparel business continued 
to grow, an 80,000 square foot addi- 
tion was made to the Elba plant per- 
mitting consolidation of warchous- 
ing and distribution practices. At that 
time, Kleinert’s consolidated its 
computer operation, order entry, cus-

Also in 1969, Kleinert’s entered The decision to structure the

The compa- 
ny’s positioned itself toward servic- 
ing national retailers on a volume ba- 
sis. 

In order to expand the company’s 
ability to service a wide variety of 
retailers, Kleinert’s purchased Little 
Dimensions, Inc., an independent 
sales group located in New York 
City. This was the beginning of 
building a much larger sales, mer- 
chandising and design group.

Where's the Reform in Welfare Reform? 


Last week, the president un 
veiled his long-awaited plan for re 
forming 
In 1992, 


\merica’s welfare system 
candidate Bill Clinton 
pledged “to end welfare as we know 
1.” 

With sucha pledge, one would 
assume that the president intends to 
move away lrom programs which 
promote welfare dependency and en 
courage recipients to find work in 
stead. Again, the White House is 
signaling right and then turning left 

Traditionally, the knee-jerk 
response to helping people out of 
poverty in this country has been to 
spend more and more money, The 
results have been disappointing with 
a mushrooming of assistance pro- 
grams which ultimately make wel 
fare more attractive than work. 

The 1988 welfare reform law 
was designed to cut welfare rolls. It 
didn’t happen. In fact, the number of 
families on Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children (AFDC) assistance 
hit an all-time high of over 5 million 
this year. Right now, fewer than one 
percent of the parents participating in 
AFDC are required to work, and gov- 
ernment data suggests a connection 
between increased AFDC benefits and 
the decrease in marriage rates of single 
mothers. More money is clearly not 
the answer. ; 

To meet this challenge our 
president places a so-called two-year 
limit on some AFDC recipients, fol 
lowed by mandatory work. He also 
proposes incentives for recipients to 
work by allowing them to keep more 
of their supplementary earnings, and 
fostering parental responsibility and 
preventing pregnancies among young 
Welfare mothers. The goals of the 
president's plan — work, responsi- 
bility, and reaching the next genera- 
tion — are admirable, but his meth- 
ods don’t match,

ington Post reported on June 12, 
“Even under the best circumstances. 


about half of the estimated 5.5 mil 
lien adults on welfare would con 
tinue collecting checks with no new 
work requirements five years after 
Clinton’s program takes effect...” 

The result of this new plan, 
coupled with the Administration’s 
recent policy “to letrecipients placed 
In government work programs re- 
main there indefinitely” could be a 
recipe for an enormous and costly 
new jobs program, : 

Meanwhile, the 
Administration's illegitimacy pro- 
gram is based on a $400 million sex 
education programanda“family cap” 
option that allows states to end addi- 
tional AFDC payments to women 
who have more children some- 
thing that states are already doing on 
their own. 

Regrettably the president has 
not taken advantage of a golden Op- 
portunity to truly reform welfare. Fol- 
lowing up on his lead, we should do 
more to encourage that welfare re- 
cipients seek employment and en- 
sure that paternity is established in 
order for mothers to receive AFDC 
benefits. 

We should also make it clear 
that welfare mothers would no longer 
receive increased benefits for the birth 
of additional children. These com- 
mon sense suggestions, along with 
denying welfare for non-citizens and 
capping major welfare spending 
growth to inflation plus two percent, 
are already part of the House conser- 
vative welfare reform package. 

I would be happy to work with 
our president to bring about these 
changes if he’s truly interested in real 
welfare reform.

New Brockton 
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Kieinert’s History Began With The Founding Of The Company In 1869 


Kicinert’s, inc. is celebrating it's 
iZ5th anniversary, and it seems ap- 
propriate to iook back at the begin 
nings of the company, a long time 
ago. 

The founder of the company, 
Isaac Benjamin Kleinert, was born in 
Borek, Prussia in 1830. He came to 
America at the age of 18, In 1869, at 
age 39, Isaac started factories in 
West Virginia and New York manu- 
facturing rubber goods, dress 
shields, car muffs and other products 
in the wearing apparel field. Klei- 
nert’s products were so unique that 
they were trademarked and patented 
in the United States, Canada and 
Germany. 

In 1891, Isaac incorporated the 
company in West Virginia. This was 
done to protect his and his family's 
interest in the company. At the same 
time, the name was changed to the I. 
B. Kleinert Rubber Company and 
the first official Board of Directors 
meeting took place. Isaac was named 
President, and Julius Janowitz and 
Victor Guinzburg became Treasurer 
and Secretary, respectively. All the 
original stockholders were members 
of the Kleinert, Guinzburg and Jano- 
witz families. 

The company prospered for many 
years creating and manufacturing 
many new products utilizing the 
company’s rubber making technolo- 
gy. At the Louisiana Purchase Expo- 
sition in 1904, the grand prize was 
awarded for excellence in quality 
and make of dress shields and hose 
supporters. In 1907, the West Vir- 
ginia corporation was dissolved and 
a New York corporation was formed 
for the purpose of continuing busi- 
ness as a manufacturer, merchant, 
importer, exporter, “both wholesale 
and retail, without limitation as to 
the nature of character of the prod- 
ucts”. At that time the principal 
products were dress shields, hospital 
sheetings, waterproof clothes, gen- 
tlemen’s hose supporters, ear muffs 
and products where rubber is a pri- 
mary component. 


The College Point, Long Island, 
New York plant was the main facili 
ty with satellite plants around New 
York City. To better facilitate the 
production process, the company, in 
1911, contracted with the City of 
New York to build a tunnel between 
its factories for a mere $1,000 bond. 

Isaac B, Kleinert died at age 83 
from heart disease. He had devel- 
oped a large well-known and re- 
spected manufacturing business and 
had become a noted philanthropist. 
Isaac was survived by his wife, Vir- 
ginia, and four daughters, two of 
whom were married to Guinzburgs. 
He left a legacy of eight grandchil- 
dren and several great- 
grandchildren. 

The leadership of the company 
was passed on to Victor Guinzburg, 
Henry Guinzburg, Arthur Salinger 
and Ralph Guinzburg, and the com- 
pany continued to flourish even as 
new technologies came on the scene. 
In December 1914, Victor called a 
special Directors’ meeting to report 
on a sales trip he had made to Gim- 
bel Bros. and Lit Bros., two large de- 
partment stores in Philadelphia. The 
purpose of the meeting was to devise 
a Strategy to offset a new happening 
at the retail level. Department and 
dry good stores started to sell vari- 
ous kinds of lotions to inhibit perspi- 
ration. These products had substan- 
tial consumer interest and would 
negatively impact the sales of Klei- 
nert’s principal product, dress 
shields, Kleinert’s had demonstrators 
at Gimbel Bros. who reported that 
women were discontinuing use of 
dress shields, preferring instead what 
are now commonly called deodor- 
ants. At that time dress shields were 
selling in stores for 15 cents retail. 

By 1923, the company had facili- 
ties around the world including Eng- 
land, Canada, France, Italy, Bel- 
gium, Holland, Denmark, Spain, 
Mexico, Argentina, Brazil, Peru, 
Australia, New Zealand and Africa. 
During the depression years, Klei- 
nert’s managed to keep its many

products available to women, The 
company was successful in weather 
ing the carly depression years whiic 
its products flourished. 

Victor Guinzburg and Arthur Sal 
inger died in 1935. The Guinzburg 
family continued to keep control of 
I, B, Kleinert Rubber Company until 
the mid 1960's. The company then, 
as now, had a cadre of loyal asso- 
ciates, several of whom worked for 
the company for as many as 40 
years, 

During the 1950's and 1960's, the 
company attempted to develop new 
products to replace its older products 
which were losing favor with the 
American consumer. In order to re- 
main competitive and in a leadership 
role, the company used new materi- 
als to keep pace in the marketplace. 

Spring 1959 marked Kleinert’s 
first appearance in National Network 
TV with sponsorship of the popular 
NBC afternoon shows - “Queen for a 
Day” and “Country Fair”. These two 
shows reached a daily audience of 
5,000,000 viewers - mostly women. 
The company also advertised in na- 
tional magazines. 

A new line of girdles made of 
Spandex, a non-rubber fabric, was 
introduced by Kleinert’s in 1963 
along with a girdle made with rubber 
content. 

In 1964, Kleinert’s, in an effort to 
compete with deodorants, entered 
the aerosol field introducing “Spra- 
On Shield”, a clothing spray that 
was a barrier against perspiration 
that might damage clothing. 

In order to revitalize their sales, 
Kleinert's was divided into eight sep- 
arate merchandising divisions each 
representing a different product line 
of the company. This was an attempt 
to redirect their efforts as a result of 
changing market conditions, new 
forms of distribution and foreign 
competition. 5 

During this period, Kleinert’s 
opened a plant in Los Angeles, Cali- 
fornia, and moved its executive of- 

fices and showroom to the Empire 
State Building in New York City.

in its efforts to stay abreast of 
new marketing techniques, the com 
pany began in-store promotions, and 
established a small TV budget in- 
cluding a commercial by Bill Blass, 
one of the most famous American

Spra-On Shicld protects dresses ferred its rubber-making capability 
from perspiration stains, , _ from New York and consolidated it 
In 1967, control of Klecinert’s with its mill in Hackney, England, 


passed to United Industrial Company 
headed by Mr. Bernard Fein, Most 
of the original family members were 
no longer with the company. The 
management decided to establish a 
plant in Alabama. The Board of Di 
rectors approved the opening of a 
small plant on Railroad Street, Elba, 
Alabama. 

In the late to mid 1960's, Klei- 
nert’s lost a considerable sum of 
money and was deteriorating finan- 
cially, At that time, United Industrial 
Company sold its stock in Kleinert’s 
to Jack Brier, who became Chairman 
of the Company in April 1969. Mr. 
Brier was formerly the Chief Execu- 
tive Officer and major shareholder 
of Leeds Travelwear Company, a 
manufacturer of luggage and sport- 
ing goods. 

Ground was broken at 2251 Old 
Curtis Road, Elba, Alabama in 1969. 
The plant consisted of 180,000 
square feet and was to become the 
core manufacturing facility of the 
company. From its start up, the com- 
pany today has approximately 800 
associates in the Elba facility. In or- 
der to improve the financial results 
of the company, management re- 
viewed and concluded that its for- 
cign plants were no longer profitable 
and were subsequently closed or 
sold. The company then reincorpo- 
rated in Pennsylvania in 1970 and 
changed the name to Kleinert’s, Inc. 
to reflect its new direction. It was 
clear that in order to succeed, new 
products had to be developed and 
marketed differently than in the past. 
Also in 1969, Kleinert’s entered 

shoe manufacturing business 


Production in the united States 
was confined to the Elba facility and 
a small plant in Pembroke, Georgia. 
During this period, the company de- 
veloped lines of children's sleepwear 
and playwear, 

In July 1971, Kleinert’s relocated 
its administrative headquarters to 
Kutztown, Pennsylvania where it op- 
erated a shoe manufacturing plant 
and also served as a major distribu- 
tion center. 

In order to expand its children’s 
apparel business, the company ac- 
quired in late 1971 Dancoa Indus- 
tries, Inc., and Stayon Products, Inc. 
two manufacturers of children’s 
playwear and sleepwear. With the 
acquisition of Dancoa came Scott 
Mills, a manufacturer of knitted fab- 
rics. These acquisitions created the 
framework for the “new” Kleinert’s 
organization, 

During the 1970's, Kleinert’s 
shoe manufacturing subsidiary made 
the company’s largest contribution 
to corporate sales and earnings. The 
basic children's apparel business 
was growing as well. In 1979 the 
Board of Directors decided to sell its 
shoe manufacturing subsidiary and 
exit the footwear business. 

As the apparel business continued 
to grow, an 80,000 square foot addi- 
tion was made to the Elba plant per- 
mitting consolidation of warehous- 
ing and distribution practices. At that 
time, Kleinert’s consolidated its 
computer operation, order entry, cus- 
tomer service and credit and collec- 
tion functions in Elba. 

The decision to structure the 
“new” Kleinert’s around its apparel 
and sleepwear business proved to be 
a good one. All of the company’s re- 
sources and energies focused on the 
growth of this business. The compa- 
ny’s positioned itself toward servic- 
ing national retailers on a volume ba- 
sis. 

In order to expand the company’s 
ability to service a wide variety of 
retailers, Kleinert’s purchased Little

AL Department of Public Safety 


reinstates aerial 


The Alabama Department of Pub- 
lic Safety has reinstated its aerial 
speed limit enforcement program 
this summer, according to Col. 
George F. McMinn, Public Safety 
Director. 

Aerial speed enforcement uses 
trooper pilots and trooper observers 
in airplanes or helicopters to work 
with troopers on the ground to detect 
and cite speed limit violators. 

Trooper aviators, using calibrated 
stop watches, determine a vehicle's 
speed over designated quarter-mile 
sections (1,320 feet) of highway 
throughout the state. 

The vehicle’s description and 
speed are transmitted to troopers 
working on the ground, The trooper

observer confirms the vehicle’s de- 
scription and the road trooper then 
stops the violator, 

“Along with existing speed en- 
forcement efforts, aerial speed limit 
enforcement will be an effective 
means of promoting highway safety 
throughout the summer travel sea- 
son,” said McMinn. 

Troopers will conduct aerial 
speed enforcement primarily during 
heavily traveled periods, such as 
weekends and holidays. 

“The aerial speed enforcement 
program was initiated in 1990, but 
the program was curtailed because 
of funding cutbacks and trooper per- 
sonnel shortages at Public Safety,” 
said McMinn.

What disturbs us is that from all 
the information given out it seems 
that the problem can be solved by 
getting your pets vaccinated. Unfor- 
tunately it is not that easily solved. 
Yes, rabies vaccination is very im- 
portant for our pets, but what about 
all the abandoned animals roaming 
the country side? They are a much 
more serious danger to us than our 
pets. 

We must establish rules and regu- 
lations to stop the indiscriminate 
breeding of dogs and cats. The re- 
sulting unwanted litters of dogs and 
cuis are being abandoned by 
thoughtless, irresponsible people in 
ever increasing numbers. Just ask 
anyone living in rural areas and they 
will tell you about the cars that slow 
down by their property at night and 
when one walks out to check, there 
are puppies, kittens, grown cats and 
dogs left at the gate. For some rea- 
son people feel their problem is 
solved by dumping their unwanted 
animals on someone else. These ani- 
mals pose a potential rabies threat. 
We need to spay and neuter our pets! 

The Coffee County Humane Soci- 
ety, a privately funded shelter, tries 
help. Sadly for us for every adoption 
we make there are at least five more 
animals coming into the shelter. It is 
impossible for us to handle them all. 

Now that everyone is worried 
ibout rabies again, can we try to do 
something about the problem of 
houghtless, cruel, senseless breed- 
ng of dogs and cats. Rabies vaccina- 
ion is important but the breeding of 
ewer animals will go a long way to 
alleviate the problem. 

We strongly urge the Coffee 
County Commission to construct and 
staff an animal control facility as re- 
quired by Alabama State Law, We 
cannot do it alone.
